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The Annual Chance 


'T'ODAY it voting day throughout 
the Greater Victoria area, when 
cllizent have their annual chance to 
reform municipal councils to their 
liking. There are enough competing 
candidates to Invite a large turn-out. 

One would like to think this would 
be forthcoming, except that the 
previous ratio of vote casting has 
been nothing to ting about. Apathy 
at municipal elections it almost a 
byword, so that a 50 per cent'total 
vote it deemed to be good. In fact 
nothing lest than 75 per cent should 
be satisfactory. 

Etquimait is outside the election 
ring, its candidates having been 
chosen by acclamation—fai this small 
municipality no great ittuet ever 
arise and patently the electors are 
satisfied—but elswhere the com¬ 
petition is to keen as to warrant the 
wide interest of the voters 

No mayoralty contest Is due this 
year in the dty, nor are any burning 
qiiestiont of policy at stake, yet the 
general weal of the central commun¬ 
ity always demands attention. Voters 
have bem given the compliment of 11 
aspirants for four vacant seats, only 
two of whom are sitting aldeinnen. 
It has been pleasing to see the entry 
of younger business and tabor repre¬ 
sentatives who have answered the 
challenge to take an active part in 


civic affairs. The city needs a con¬ 
tinuing flow of fresh blood and fresh 
ideas. 

In Saanich, undergoing the grow¬ 
ing pains that follow the burgeoning 
of a municipality from lesser to 
greater status, there is more diver¬ 
sity of opinion about how municipal 
matters ^ould be handled. Here too 
the voters are offered a wide choice. 
No fewer than 12 candidates seek the 
three council seats to be filled. A 
million-dcllar sewer bylaw in one 
part of the district is an additional 
stimulus for the voters. 

Oak Bay, renowned for its quiet¬ 
ness on th<^ occasions, runs true to 
form. Only a single outside entry, 
seeking to displace one of three sit¬ 
ting councillors, forces an eleidion. 
There is however the referendum on 
council indemnities to add g little 
spice in this area. 

In any case, good level-headed 
government in ^ parts of the 
Gipater Victoria community results 
on^ when Voters show a Hv^ inter¬ 
est in their own public affabs, and 
the place to demonstrate this interest 
is at the polls. Otixens who refrain 
from voting forfeit their right to 
. complain afterwards if events are not 
to their lildng. 

That right is too valuable to be 
lost Let it be exerdaed. 


Time for Action 


'THERE is a strong case—in the 
■*- nami of human decency alone— 
for the United Nations to save Prem¬ 
ier Lumumba from his enemies

The pc^t is if the UN force— 
supposedly the rigreaantatives of the 
hignast IdeaUs it dvilzation abroad 
fai the world—has the moral right to 
stand by and watch any human being 
subjected to degradation, torture and 
eventual death.

Dazzling Headlights 


TVURING this Safe Driving Week

One cannot do much night driving 
in this season of early darkness with¬ 
out being struck by the prevalence of 
carelessness in this resp^ On.Tues- 
day night two women were knocked 
do^ on the highway by a car whose 
driver had been blinded by another's 
headlights. 

In mimidpalities driving with 
headlights on high beam, besides 
being an offence punishabie by a fine, 
is almaat invariably completely un¬ 
necessary. If on a bad or unlighted 
stretdi of road use of the high beam 
is helpful, the lights should—and 
must-^ dip^ the moment there is 
a possibility of damling someone 


coming from the opposite Erection, 
whether in a car, on a bicyde or on 
foot Common courtesy would dic¬ 
tate that even if the law did not 

Since all modem cars are equip¬ 
ped with a telltale to show arhen tte 
headlights are on high, there Is no 
excuse whatever for anyone driving 
that way improperly. Failure to 
notice the indicator betrays inatten¬ 
tion and sloppiness; knowingly driv¬ 
ing sdth the l^hts on high when they 
should be dip^ shows disdain for 
the law and the safety of others. 

A motorist blihdM by another’s 
lights should, of course, stop or slow 
down until the danger is past; but 
when 0»e other car comes over the 
brow of a hill, around a bend at 
comer, or Is one of a stream of ap¬ 
proaching traffic. It isn't always pos¬ 
sible to do that in time to avert an

Interpreting the Newt 

France Facing a Choice

''T HAVE taken in the name of Franc* 
X this decision: The AlceHant ehaU 
have the free choice of their fate." 

So spoke Charles de GauUe in one of 
Ms emotion-padeed radio broadcasts last 
January after an unaucceaaful European 
uprialng in Algiers to oppose Just such a 
deciakm. 

Neaiiy a year later, frequent repeti* 
tiona of this goal, an "Algerian Algeria." 
have failed to convince the general'! 
enemies of its wisdom. 

Talks with the rebel side bogged down. 
The right-wing continued to mutter about 
treacher>’ and a sellout. The left chafed 
\inder restrictions on civil liberty. 

Now Pre.sident de Gaulle is preparing 
to put his ca.’ie to the peopt# by referen¬ 
dum. There is undoubtedly mych truth in 
the opinion of the general’s supporters 
that his plan will prevail with the elec¬ 
torate b>’ dint of Ms personality; or. as de 
Gaulle himself expressed It in the same 
January apeoch, because ot "the national 
legitimacy that I have embodied for 30 
years.’* * 

However, there ate many In France 
who believe de Gaulle la not entirely a 
free agent. There is a conviction that the 
army has .'«*crelly imposed its terms tor 
an Algerian settlement; if de Gaulla 
go*»s beyond that, he would have a mutiny 
on his hand-s. 

The flight from Paris b>- Pierre Lagail- 
lai de and lour colleagues involved in pre- 


vtoua Insurrections against the govern¬ 
ment In Algiers .Immediately suggested 
that the right may be planning to strike 
at de Gaulle again. 

There are many disaffected army men 
and former high government officials in 
a mood to do anything to wreck the plana 
lor a referendum even if they pull down 
their dream of a ''French >^eria" into 
tha du.st with them. 

If it should come to fighting, de 
Gaulle could be uncomfortably alone. At 
home, the army's support is uncertain 
an'd the ham 'stning parliament's is grudg¬ 
ing at best. 

Overseas, he ran count on little sym¬ 
pathy. particularly at the United Nations 
for which he has frequently expres-sed hii 
contempt. 

The UN debate on Algeria, a hardy 
annual, comes up this time when it is even 
leM likely than usual to Influerice French 
opinion. 

Elsewhere, h i s antagonism to in¬ 
tegrated defence arrangements has 
toured relations with France's allies in 
NATO. And In the United States, the 
president-sect's support for the Aigenaa 
rebel position is well known. This could 
prove a worry for S«iator Kennedy while 
the rebels are strengthening their ties 
with Moscow and Peking. 

As In.lS.'W. France seems to be facing 
a choice between de Gaulle and chaos. 
And again it could be the army that de¬ 
cides tha answer. 
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"We extend oar hand to all still straggling nnder colonialiam’' 


This Unique 
Family

T he Commonwealth of Nations is 
• unique organization. Thera 
has never been anything like It in 
the history of the world. Never be¬ 
fore has an Imperial natioo volun¬ 
tarily surrendered its sovereignty 
and welcomed subject nations as 
equal partners. Usually, too, in these 
days of nationalism a subject people 
moving from colonial status U apt 
to try to destroy every vestige of the 
previous regime, as in Indoneeia. But 
this has not been so in the Commim- 
wealth. These former subject nations 
cherish their connection with their 
lonner rulers. 

Like the British Empire which It 
succeeded, the Commonwealth has 
grown up unplanned and unforeseen. 
It is a political organization with no 
written constitution, and in this it 
follows the example of the oldest 
member, Great Britain. Every mem¬ 
ber of the Commonwealth la com¬ 
pletely free. I remember Mr. Peter 
Fraser, as prime minister of New 
Zealand, pointing out that member¬ 
ship of the Commoni^lth was not 
freedom minus, but Deedom plus. 

There la no compulsion on any 
member and there la no constraint on 
any one of them to continue mem¬ 
bership. 

When the leading statesmen of the 
Commonwealth meet together In con¬ 
ference. no votes are tadeen. Thera 
U consultation, and a general view 
may be arrived at In this respect it 
resembles the British cabinet

Never before perhapa could a 
change of president be suiiuned up aa 
the replacement of one generation by 
another. But the youthful-looking sen¬ 
ator la of a Ultr vintage and taxiura 
and of necessity with an ouUook 
vastly different from that of the man 
whose place he wUl fill. 

He belongs to the age that has 
created the grave problmu of today, 
what in summary parlance we call 
the Jet age; it la not inapposite that 
a representative of that age should be 
entrusted with the solution of many 
of ita difficulties. He waa born to the 
current era and should have the feel 
of It in hla bones. 

Superficially the AP arlrephoto 
makes him appear, too boyish, loo 
litUe-lad like, so that one feels a touch 
of . sympathy for him. for he has 
many burdens awaiting him. But an 
Inspiring challenge is hla to give 
leadership and pattern to a world 
anxious that its discords should b# 
ended.
